Few 
remembered then the historic fact 
thot when he was a 20-year-old 
bank clerk in New York City he 
established’ the distance of 90 fect 
between bases, key to the game of 
baseball. 


The story was told to Mr Fura- 
kawa oa few years ago by Bruce 
Cartwright, Jr, grandson of the 
legendary baseball pioneer, who died 
in 1039. 

“He told his grandson how he 
pneed off 30 steps to first base, then 
30 more to the other: bases," re- 
minisced Mr Furakawa. “Only later 
was the distance actually measured 
and discovered to be 90 feet. It 
was, as the grandfather admitted to 
ithe youngster, a flash of Snspiration, 
rather than scientific reasoning.” 
“This historic event took plnce on 
the plot of ground where Madison 
Square Garden now stands.

London, Sept. 20.—Possible errors in the 
accuracy for the setting of instruments leading to 
mistakes in estimated heights were mentioned by a 
Ministry of Civil Aviation representative, Mr J. 

‘ Hewson, when a public enquiry opened today into . 


the collision of two planes.and the loss of 


passengers here on July 4. 


‘ One plane, a Royal Air Force 
York transport aircraft, ending 
a flight from the Far East, car- 
ried 16 passengers, including 
Sir Edward Gent; then High 
Commissioner for Malaya. The 
other plane was n. Swedish 
Douglas Cloudmaster airliner. 

Mr Hewson said that both air- 
craft nppcared to be airworthy, and 
they ‘were manned by experienced 
flyers, who were supplied with the 
necessary instructions, including 
meteorological information. 

Just before the crash the theore- 
tleal position was that there was 
500 fect between the aircrift, he 
said. 

Mr Hewson carlier explained that 
altimeters In alreraft were affected 
by barometric pressure, and It was 
highly -important {hat planes — in 
congested ‘areas should have com- 
mon data for setting their instru- 
ments as they were coming in from 
places with widely differing pres- 
sure, : 

The centre for the London metro- 
politan aren within which -altimeters 
could be set on common data was 
Uxbridge... The Swedish — airliner 
asked Northolt a report for the 
barometric reading at the airport. 
Northolt gave in reply the regional 
barometric pressure. 


AIRLINER'S REQUEST 

“The Swedish airliner was asking 
for the local barometric pressure at 
this stage," Mr Hewson said.‘ “I 
am suyges‘ing that it was neither 
n good thing nor a’ bad. — What is 
important, I think, Is perhaps that 
Northolt ‘gave the regional, which so 
far ns she was concerned then was 
nll that she needed.” + 

Mr Hewson said that. it appeared 
that the accident took place when 
the York was callsd down to 1,500 
fect. 2 

He added that instrument flying, 
which both planes were using de- 
pended on the accuracy of the ins- 
truments and: their correct setting 
and reading, on correct orders from 
the ground and on the obedience to 
instructions. A small error in pete 
ting an instrument could make a 
difference of about 50 feet up or 
down. 

“What I am looking for here is 
the uccumulation of possible errors, 
without any negligence on the part 
of anyone, but all those things added 
together might make a considerable 
amount.” he said. : 

Mr Hewson sugecsted that the 
court might consider the margin of 
safety allowed by “stacking” planes 
at levels of 500 fcet ‘apart while 
they walted to Jand. 

The inquiry ‘was adjourned until 
tomorrow.—Reuter.
